Tue French colonial experiments in the island of 
Martinique, the scene of the recent awful disaster, have 
not, according to the publication of the Treasury Bu- 
reau of Statistics, “Colonial Administration,” been al- 
together satisfactory. While many of the French col- 
onies have been successful and prosperous, those of the 
West Indies, by reason of their small area and distance 
from the mother country, have proved not only a bur- 
den financially but somewhat unsatisfactory in the de- 
mands which their representatives have made and con- 
tinue to make upon the mother country. 


WE have received a circular of the summer school 
for apprentices and artisans conducted under the aus- 
pices of the College of Engineering of the University 
of Wisconsin. This school will hold its second sum- 
mer session June 30 to Aug. 8, 1902, and is intended 
primarily to give to stationary engineers, superintend- 
ents of power stations, machinists, artisans and appren- 
tices in various trades, such mathematical, laboratory 
and shop instruction as would be found of most prac- 
tical value to persons in these employments and which 
could be imparted in the limited time of six weeks. 
Any person over sixteen years of age, speaking the 
English language and having a fair knowledge of 
arithmetic, will be admitted. The school has a faculty 
ot ten, composed of regular professors and instruc- 
tors from the faculty of the college of engineering. 
Correspondence school students will find the opportu- 
nities for laboratory and shop work here offered par- 
ticularly helpful. In case the classes of practical work- 
ers named above do not furnish all the students which 
can be accommodated, others will then be received as 
follows: Regular students in the college of engineer- 
ing who wish to do their shop work during the sum- 
mer school; persons who wish to qualify themselves 
to teach manual training in high schools, and high 
school students who wish to get manual training prac- 


rice. 
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THE report of Consul-General Boyle to the State 
Department shows that municipal ownership has gone 
to lengths in Great Britain that are undreamt of in this 
country. The New York Commercial has given an ex- 
tended notice to this interesting and valuable public 
document from which we gain the data in the fol- 
lowing summary: 

“There are now 935 municipalities there owning 
and operating their waterworks; 99 cities or towns 
that own their ‘tramways;’ 240 owning gas works, 
and 181 supplying electricity for lighting or power, 
or both. Most of these are in England, although Glas- 
gow seems to have gone into ‘municipal trading’ 
more extensively than any other city in the kingdom. 
At least half the consumers of gas in England buy it 
of municipalities. Among the business undertakings 
by British cities that will impress most Americans as 
an extreme, if not an unwarranted, extension of the 
municipal function these best merit enumeration: 
Leamington and Harrogate both operate Turkish 
baths for profit; the northern townships outside of 
London own the Alexandra ‘palace’ and in it provide 
organ recitals, industrial and other exhibitions, vocal 
and instrumental concerts, theatrical entertainments 
and all sorts of ‘variety shows ;’ Sheffield has put $75,- 
000 of her tramway profits into'a building fitted up with 
shops and offices for rent ; Torquay owns a rabbit war- 
ren; Colchester derives profit from an oyster fishery; 
St. Helen’s supplies sterilized milk; Hull owns a cre- 
matorium; Doncaster and Chester own race courses 
(the former actually managing the races); Bourne- 
mouth owns one of the finest golf courses in Great 
Britain; West Ham, a borough of London, owns a 
stone-flag factory ; and Bradford owns a hotel—as also 
does Liverpool (on its waterworks property in Wales). 
Bristol has municipalized its docks and harbor at a cost 
of between $10,000,000 and $15,000,000. The docks 
of Liverpool are also municipalized in a modified way. 
Nottingham, in addition to owning parks, markets, arti- 
san dwellings, baths and a hospital, has bought a castle 
and a forest, has a natural-history museum and a school 
of art, and was the first municipality in Great Britain to 
have a ‘university college.’ And in Liverpool the muni- 
cipality has gone extensively into the business of build- 
ing houses and renting them to the véfy poor—chiefly 
the dispossessed tenants of demolished insanitary dwell- 
ings in the slums.” 

This 1s the omnipotent and ubiquitous municipality 
with a vengeance. The Leamington gentleman who 
swelters in the heat of the municipal Turkish bath, the 
Torquay citizen who buys a pair of rabbits, the St. 
Helen's mother who gets sterilized milk for her off- 
spring, or the Doncaster sporting man who places a 
sovereign on the favorite across the board can all feel 
that they are contributing to the prosperity of their city, 
but the question naturally arises whether or no our 
English cousins are not getting a little extreme in their 
adoption of local paternalism. There is unquestionably 
a strong demand for municipal ownership of street 
car lines, gas and water works, and lighting plants 
throughout many of our cities, but municipal golf, oys- 
ters and crematories are a trifle advanced, even for the 
radicals in this country. 














RANDOM SKETCHES.

Tue Ironmongers’ Federated Association, an Eng- 
lish organization corresponding closely in its scope to 
the National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, at 
a recent meeting adopted a resolution to the effect 
that it was deemed advisable to form an educational 
committee, which committee when appointed shall 
have power to hold examinations at given centers of 
apprentices and assistants employed by, or connected 
with, the members of the aforesaid association. 

This is an excellent idea, and in order to help along 
the examination of hardware clerks I have prepared 
the following list of examination questions : 


(1) Describe some phenomenon of psychic force. 
How can a negative thought transfer be superinduced? 

Any man with any experience in the hardware busi- 
ness knows that a number of customers come into a 
hardware store and ask for a spring or a hinge or a 
butt or a lock, as if there were but one style of spring 
made and all hinges were the same size and shape. 
Consequently every hardware clerk has to be more or 
less of a mind reader and be able to tell by psychologi- 
cal instinct the size of a caster a man wants to buy 
when the man does not know himself and no examina- 
tion would be worthy the name that did not delve into 
the mystic field of psychic research. 

(2) If an article was listed at $1.00 and sold 82, 
IQ 1-2, 15 1-4, 7 1-8, 2 1-16 per cent discount, what 
would the net price be? 

Hardware clerks, who have been initiated into the 
subtleties of screw discounts and net prices on box- 
wood rules, etc., will sniff at this question as a trifle 
easy. I understand that this is to be the quotation on 
the 1903 tack list, as the other manufacturers have 
sneered at the tack people because their discounts were 
so ‘comparatively simple. 

(3) How do you prove to an intelligent man that a 
small $15.00 base burner will give more heat than a 
$150.00 furnace? 

Every skillful hardware clerk can do this. Of course, 
the elect know that the right method of procedure is to 
draw a circle or something with a black ring about the 
edge. Then you tell the customer that the circle rep- 
resents the central horizontal heat flue, the ring ‘is a 
transverse section of a smoke current and the white 
section in the center is the heat wave. Once get the 
unfortunate man’s attention riveted to your rapidly 
drawn diagram and it is an easy matter to make him 
believe that every curve in the tortuous flue system in a 
cheap base burner quadruples the heat. 

(4) Define the limitations between the work of a 
hardware clerk and a tinner? 

I°kriow this is a “cinch” question, as every honest 
and hard-working hardware clerk knows that the only 
rulé is to induce the tinner by threats or bluffs to do 
everything he can be madé to do. The hardware 
clerk who is generally looked up is the one who can 
bully the tinner into doing all the wrapping up of 
parcels, lifting, waiting on trying customers, keeping 
store open evenings, opening up in the morning, etc. 
(5) When your Aunt Deborah leaves you a legacy 
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of $5,000 and you go into business for yourself, how 
should you conduct your business? 

This is another easy question. The answer is, of 
course, “cut prices.” The only way to establish a new 
hardware store and make a profit is to sell goods at 
cost. Everyone knows the old commercial axiom to 
the effect that there is no money in selling goods below 
cost unless a large quantity are sold. 

(6) How can a bright hardware clerk educate the 
“old man” on thé subject of window display? 

This is a difficult but important question. The win- 
dow is the legitimate sphere of the progressive clerk 
and all examiners should put this query in without fail. 

(7) What afte’ seasonable goods? 

Judging from the: tardiness of some dealers in 
placing seasonable goods on their floors a number of 


hardware clerks would fail on this question if they 
took all their tips from the store where they were 


employed. 

(8) How can a clerk push specialties? 

The clerk who can answer this one question is sure 
of three square meals a @ay even if he fails on the 
other nine. . 

(9) How can the advertising of your firm be im- 
proved? 

Judging from the stereotyped, lifeless advertise- 
ments run year in and year out by nine hardware deal- 
ers out of ten, the great majority of hardware clerks. 
should get a good, fat mark on this query. 

(10) How can you best improve your spare min- 
utes? 

Modesty prevents my hinting at the right answer in 
this case, although there is no question but that all 
progressive hardware clerks read the trade papers.

From a Philadelphia paper I learn that everywhere 
throughout the city the use of gas, coke and even fuel 
oil is steadily increasing. The management of the gas 
company in that city gives the information that the use- 
of gas ranges in houses within the last few weeks.

Another competitor of hard coal 
is the gas engine, which in some lines of light manu- 
facturing has almost completely supplanted the steam 
engine. In many ways anthracite coal is not so neces- 
sary now as some years ago.

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When I was in New York City the other day I ran 
against John W. Baker. Mr. Baker was sitting in a 
nicely upholstered chair in the corridors of the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria while Lazard Kahn, with his coterie of 
lieutenants, was making an effort in a star chamber 
session upstairs to stampede stovedom into an up-to- 
date trust equipped with the latest financial frills. Mr. 
Baker was in a melancholy mood and was pessimistic 
about the outcome of the scheme on which he had 
worked intermittently for some years past and admitted 
that differences in the ranks of stove men had sent the 
possibilities of forming a successful trust a glimmer- 
ing. Mr. Baker is quite a /itterateur and loves to write 
financial fiction and on his return to Philadelphia he 
was seized with a cacoethes scribendt, or itch for writ- 
ing and dashed off a dainty little affair entitled “I'orm 
10, A Romance of the Stove World.” This little bro- 
chure fairly scintillates with frisky statistics, burlesque 
deductions and bubbling optimism. Baker, the man, 
may be enveloped in gloom ; but Baker, the circularizer, 
is perennially cheerful. Baker as a camp follower at 
the Waldorf-Astoria may grieve over stovedom’s “dif- 
ferences,” this term being an euphuistic name for 
the harsh opposition of a decisive majority ; but Baker 
as a financial essayist sees the bright light of a new 
trust shining through the mist of financial legerdemain 
and the clouds of trade unfriendliness. 

This last statement is too conservative. Mr. Baker, 
when enthused in the genesis of promoting literature, 
sees no clouds, and no mist. The entire firmament 
is one refulgent illumination. All is brightness. All 
is success. His letter declares that his plan was “ap- 
proved” by the stove manufacturers and “acceptable”’ 
to the underwriters. Where is the rift in the lute? 
The stove men O K it. Baker O K’s it. The under- 
writers O K it. Why then was not the deal consum- 
mated for those sections where this perfect diapason 
was regnant? 

Those who would journey with Baker must needs 
leap many a yawning abyss blindfolded. He declares 
that financial men have a “larger interest’ than stove 
men have. He says that there will be an equal amount 
of common stock. If manufacturers get 42 per cent 
and promoters 30 per cent, what becomes of the other 
28 per cent? But why be so finicky as to desire to in- 
vestigate these financial fantasies with a logical probe? 
Why not take them on faith? Why not learn the ring- 
ing shibboleth of “Baker and Billions” and let it go 
at that? 


Form 10 and the acceptance blank contains many 
statements which if gulped down too hurriedly are 
certain to give commercial indigestion. How many 
manufacturers form a sufficient number for starting a 
trust—4, 11 or 44? If six of the most ramshackle con- 
cerns in all stovedom—the pariahs of the heating 
world, and your own up-to-date foundry, Mr. Manu- 
.facturer, sign this acceptance blank, is there going to 
be a merger? If so it will be a felicitous example of 
the meaning of the phrase, Heads I win, tails you 
lose, in which you will play the role of victim. 

Here are a few questions based on Form 10: Sup- 
pose a firm or company does not own real estate, rent- 
ing from a member of the company or even an out- 





sider, or suppose they did not sell their real estate to 
the combine; would they be allowed to turn in pat- 
terns, patents, trade-marks, etc., up to 20 per cent of 
the total? 

Where is the equality between the 20 per cent clause 
to a real estate owner and one who is not? 

How is the vague value of good will to be deter- 


mined ? 

But why should you and I be inquisitive? If bi- 
cycle manufacturers, type founders, rubber or flour 
men had been inquisitive they would never have been 
gathered into the folds of their respective trusts and 
they would have valuable plants to-day instead of 
common stock, preferred stock, preferred 
stock, first mortgage bonds, etc., in big corporations 
that pay no dividends and continue a sort of jelly- 
fish existence because they are too bulky to fall to 
pieces and too inert to be galvanized into successful 
action. 

Stove manufacturers who do not feel far enough 
advanced to study consolidation in Baker’s school can 
have recourse to Kahn’s kindergarten. 

The main difference between the two pedagogic 
courses ‘is that Baker teaches his pupils how to hold 
their hands discreetly behind their backs while some - 
of the little ones under Hamiltonian tutelage show 
their hands freely and make no bones about their 
hopes of feathering their nests. Mr. Kahn is a man 
of rare astuteness, but the expose of showing who his 
“friends” and coadjutors were weakened his case and 
caused distrust and jealousy. Everyone, even the 
hopeless non-revenue producers, wanted to get in on 
the ground floor and Mr. Kahn’s plans were undoubt- 
edly defeated by his “friends.” 

Not only are the bulk of stove manufacturers op- 
posed to any old stove trust under any old auspices 
but there is a wide split between the Kahnians and the 
Bakerites. Brother Baker being a Philadelphian, tried 
his apprentice hand at combining the eastern Penn- 
sylvania stove men and was on the verge of success 
when one of the leading manufacturers of that region 
increased his capitalization 6 or 8 fold and went over 
into the Kahn camp. 

Whether or not the plodding Kahn who month in 
and month out is pounding away first at this man and 
then at that, or the meteoric Baker who feels that the 
whole scheme is going to the demnition ‘bowwows 
to-day and is out with a roseate pamphlet that fairly 
sizzles with success to-morrow shall be able to mar- 
shal more than a corporal’s guard of stove men, there 
is no great probability of a successful combination 
being formed. And through it all the gayety of na- 
tions is not suffering one iota. slindline

His suavity of manner, conspicuous kind- 
ness of heart, genial courtesy and rare modesty en- 
deared him to all who met him. There will be genuine 
regret at his passing away and the sympathy of the 
trade will be freely given to his relatives and business 
associates in this their sad hour of bereavement. The 
body was taken to Akron for interment. 
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LATEST STOVE TRUST SCHEME. 





John W. Baker, who appeared before the stove 
world in the role of the promoter of a stove consoli- 
dation at the Cincinnati convention of the National 
Association of Stove Manufacturers is certainly to be 
credited with persistency, as he is making ‘another at- 
tempt to combine the stove men. Under cover of May 
27th he wrote and circularized the stove fraternity in 
behalf of his consolidation scheme. His letter to the 
stove men is as follows: 

“We inclose you Form 10. This is the plan that was ap- 
proved by the stove manufacturers of the eastern section of 
Pennsylvania and New England States, and acceptable to 
the underwriters, as one that would be fair and 
equitable to all who desired to consolidate their business. 
We think that, after a careful reading of same, your con- 
clusions will be in harmony with the parties who formulated 
this plan. It gives assurance to every one accepting the con- 
ditions named therein that the parties who go into the con- 
solidation receive equal consideration, and that no man’s 
property can be valued different from the others, no favorit- 
ism can possibly be shown. 

We are ready to form a company under the above plans, by 
which the manufacturers will receive for their property 60 
per cent of the value of the same in 7 per cent accumulative 
preferred stock, 40 per cent in cash and 70 per cent in common 
stock of the amount for which they become subscribers to the 
preferred stock. 

By way of illustration we will say that on each $100,000 
of tangible assets carried over to the new company that the 
manufacturers will receive for the same $60,000 in 7 per cent 
accumulative preferred stock, $40,000 in cash and $42,000 in 
common stock. 

You will observe that the patterns under these resolutions 
are taken in and become a part of the tangible assets of the 
company, in the same manner that the lands, buildings and 
other properties are taken in. 

You are aware that Messrs. Kahn, Barbour and others are 
making an effort to bring together under a_ consolidation 
some of the above stove manufacturers. We do not desire to 
interfere with this consolidation; in fact, we would be pleased 
to see it successfully carried through. 

There are, however, some who do not like Mr. Kahn’s 
proposition, and prefer the one herein submitted. There are 
also others in the stove business who have not been solicited 
to become members of the Kahn consolidation. To those 
this proposition directly applies. Two consolidations would 
not in any way conflict, as they doubtless would work in 
harmony or would merge into one company after organizing. 

We have been three years obtaining information necessary 
to enable you to determine the value of the consolidation. 
And those who feel if consolidation was brought about on 
proper lines that it would be to their advantage, should 
move without further delay. You will observe that the 
financial men have much larger interest in getting together a 
proper consolidation than you have yourselves. In fact, 
their interest is as large as the interest of all who get into 
the consolidation, and for that reason they will see that it is 
formed on proper lines to realize a satisfactory profit, as 
their profits depend wholly upon the success of the company. 

We do not at the present ask an option on your property, 
but in order to facilitate matters and get together at as early 
a date as possible, we send you a blank form, which acknowl- 
edges the receipt of our proposition, and simply states that, 
when the proper time arrives, you will be ready to go in with 
others on the basis named therein, no disclosure being made 
to any one as to those who have written that they will accept 
the proposition until the final consummation. 

Therefore, please do not write to know who is going in, as 
that question we will not answer. If the parties who go in 
are not satisfactory to you when it comes to the final con- 
summation it is very easy for you to withdraw, as the paper 
you send us has no binding effect whatever. We would also 
kindly ask you, do not write us that you are willing to sell 


out, as we do not at the present desire to purchase any stove 
properties. 

The underwriters, having examined Form 10, agree, under 
its provisions, to finance the consolidation under the follow- 
ing conditions: There is to be issued against the tangible 
assets of the company, together with a sufficient working capi- 
tal, 7 per cent accumulative preferred stock, and an equal 
amount of common stock. The vendors to subscribe for 60 
per cent preferred stock of the amount of the value of their 
properties, and will receive 40 per cent in cash. And for all 
the stock subscribed for by the vendors there will be given 70 
per cent of common stock. 

The syndicate formed to underwrite these securities charge 
5 per cent on all securities underwritten by them, payable in 
stock. This simply covers the expenses of underwriting the 
securities, and for this purpose an additional amount of 
stock is issued to cover the expenses. Therefore, this 5 per 
cent to the underwriters does not come out of the vendors, 
but is paid with the additional stock issued, as mentioned 
above. The remaining 30 per cent of common stock goes to 
pay the banker, promoters and underwriters for their services, 
as the 5 per cent gives them no profit, being used to cover 
actual expenses. 

This consolidation can be carried through without any 
unnecessary delay providing the manufacturers will respond 
at once to this circular letter. Those who feel favorable to 
the movement ought to realize that delays in matters of this 
kind are always dangerous. 

Had the stove manufacturers acted promptly after the 
meeting in Cincinnati, the consolidation would have been 
to-day in successful operation. We, therefore kindly ask you 
to give this your immediate attention.” 


Accompanying this letter was a copy of Form 10, 
which runs as follows: 

“Desiring to assist in bringing about a consolidation of the 
stove business, we agree to have our lands and buildings now 
used for the purpose of manufacturing stoves, valued by a 
disinterested party having knowledge of the value of such 
properties where located, under the following conditions: 

Section 1. The appraisers to value our properties as manu- 
facturing stove plants. After the valuation has been fixed 
upon these properties, we agree either to accept in pay for 
the same 7 per cent preferred stock of the consolidated com- 
pany, or to rent the plant to the consolidated company for a 
period of five years, on an annual rental of 7 per cent upon 
its appraised valuation. At the expiration of the five years 
the consolidated company shall have the privilege of extend- 
ing their lease for another five years under a new appraised 
valuation. 

Section 2. When the real estate is leased or rented by the 
Consolidated Company it shall be at an annual rental of 7 
per cent upon its valuation, and the company shall pay, in 
addition the taxes and fire insurance and keep the property in 
good repair during the term of lease. 


In the event of the purchase of the realty belonging to any 
company or individuals, the officers and stockholders of such 
company or members of such firm agree individually that 
they will not engage in the same kind of business either 
directly or indirectly as stockholders or otherwise, except as 
employes of the new organization, for a period of ten years; 
or in case of rental of realty for the periods for which prop- 
erty is leased; but in the event of the corporation declining 
to renew such lease, the owner or owners shall have the right 
to rent, use or sell the property for any purpose. 

Section 3. Patterns, follow-boards, patent rights and trade 
marks, at one-half of the total expense disbursed for such 
items the past ten years, not to exceed 20 per cent of the 
total amount of the appraisement of all property turned over 
to the new company, flasks of wood to be appraised in addi- 
tion at 75 cents, ordinary flasks of iron at 2% cents per pound. 

Machinery and foundry appliances, together with office fix- 
tures, shall be appraised by a committee of the stove manu- 
facturers, each concern going into the consolidation to have 
one representative on the committee. On the appraised value 
of these properties, we agree to accept for same 7 per cent 
preferred stock in the consolidated company. 











Section 4—We also agree that, upon the transfer of our 
properties we will deliver to the consolidated company all 
the manufactured goods that we have on hand at foundry 
cost, based upon the current cost of material and labor, 
including the usual allowance of 2 per cent for waste and 5 
per ‘cent for loss, breakage, etc., plus 45 per cent for inci- 
dental expense, and all the raw material at the market value 
at the time of delivery and will receive in pay for same 7 
per cent preferred stock of the consolidated company. 

Section 5. It is, however, understood and agreed that, in 
addition to the 7 per cent preferred stock, that we shall re- 
ceive in common stock of the company, for our good will 42 
per cent of the value of all of our properties, or 70 per cent 
of the amount of all of the preferred stock subscribed for 
by us. 

In the consolidation proposed the 7 per cent preferred 
stock shall have full voting power and shall be accumulative 
as to dividends and preferential of assets. The amount of 
common stock shall nor exceed the amount of preferred 
stock actually issued. 

Section 6. Our good will is to be determined from the 
actual profits shown from our books on a plan to be formu- 
lated by the auditors appointed for that purpose by the com- 
mittee and adopted by the committee, which plan shall be fair 
and equitable to all. 

Section 7. It is further understood that should any differ- 
ence arise between the parties hereto, that such difference 
shall be arbitrated in the usual way.” 


The form which Mr. Baker desires the stove manu- 
facturers to sign is as follows: 

“Your letter of May 27th, together 
received. 

As soon as the underwriters have a sufficient number of 
stove manufacturers who are willing to join in the consolida- 
tion. under the conditions named in Form 10, and also under 
the conditions named in your letter of May 27, we are ready 
to join the consolidation and have our properties examined in 
accordance with Form 10.”

IRON ORE IN JAPAN. 





The iron most frequently met with in Japan is a 
sandy magnetite, that is got by pick and shovel; but as 
it is very poor, containing only 1 per cent of iron on 
an average, a great many washings, either at the mine 
or at the smelting works, are required before it is suf- 
ficiently concentrated, when the iron content is in- 
creased to about 60. The blowing machine consists 
essentially of a large box, communicating on one side 
with the furnace and on the other with the outer air 
by a valve opening inwards. The box is closed by a 
wooden cover, oscillating round a horizontal axis, but 
making a tight fit with the sides of the box ; and work- 
men standing on the ends of the cover cause it to oscil- 


~~ 


late after the manner of a swing. The melting furnace 
is from 1.2 to 2m. (mean § ft. 2 in.) high, 3 m. (10 
ft.) long, and from 80 to 120 cm. (mean 3 ft. 3 in.) 
wide ; and on each side of the furnace, communicating 
with it by eighteen to twenty tuyeres, is one of the 
primitive blowing machines. The fuel is either wood 
or charcoal, and from 60 to 80 casts are made in the 
24 hours. One hundred kilos. (2 cwt.) of ore serve on 
an average for producing 12.6 kilos. (27 lb.) of raw 
iron and 9.4 kilos (20 lb.) of steel, or 8.2 kilos. (18 lb.) 
of puddled iron; and for every 100 kilos. (2 cwt.) of 
metal obtained about 360 kilos. (say, 7 cwt.) of char- 
coal are required. A ton of raw iron is made for 65s. 
6d., and sold in the country for about 7os., so that the 
profit is not very considerable, observes Herr Ledebur 
in “Stahl und Eisen.”

METAL CEILING. 





BY L. S. BONBRAKE. 
A RAPID DEVELOPMENT. 

There is scarcely an item in the waves of trade that 
has had the growth and development in so short a time, 
as metal ceiling. Commencing with plain corrugated 
sheets, approximately a quarter of a century ago, they 
are now: pressed in a diversity of styles, artistic and

most elaborate. Shipped from the factories in design 
and fit to suit the room intended for, accompanied by 
a blue print of details, it would be presumption for us 
to make comment or suggestion on that class of work, 
hence the object of this article is to submit a plan for 
a cheaper ceiling and one for which the trimmings may 
be made at home in the shop. 
THE BODY OF THE CEILING. 

The body of the ceiling, as illustrated by Fig. 1, is 
made from a combination of 5 inch corrugated and 
four-inch beaded sheets, eight feet long. However, for 
a low, short ceiling six foot sheets are recommended. 
The ceiling is finished at the wall by a cove as illus- 
trated by Fig. 2, for which six inches covering surface 
for the ceiling may be reserved, therefore in making an 
estimate and specifications for the ceiling it is first 
measured from side to side at the entrance, and the 
center of same defined, as at “A” and the line estab- 
lished through the length of the building by means of 
a wood strip 7x1 inch, as shown by strip “A” in dia- 
gram for panels, Fig. 3. The length of the ceiling is 
then ascertained, and the mean surface divided into 
blocks of two by eight feet, all odd space to be covered 
in addition to a multiplate of full length sheets is left at 
the back, and filled with cut sheets of proper length, 


when the cove will not cover it. As demonstrated by 
Fig. 1, the length of the ceiling, 66 feet 6 inches, re- 
quires eight full sheets, a piece two feet long, the cove 
covering the remaining six inches. As it is very desir- 
able to give the work a pleasing effect and have it bal- 
ance, it has been conceded that starting the work from 
the center of the entrance gives the best result, and in 
addition almost invariably provides a narrow strip at 
the sides for a border, which may be painted a differ- 
ent color from the body of the ceiling, and add to its 
appearance. 
WIDTH OF MAIN BODY OF CEILING. 

By Fig. 1 the width of the main body of the ceiling 
is shown as twenty-two feet nine inches, the later (nine 
inches) may be divided, giving four and one-half inch- 
es at each side to be covered by the cove, denoted by 
the dotted lines, leaving twenty-two feet to be covered; 
if it were not for the stairway at the front forcing the 
center of the entrance four feet to the right, eleven full 
width sheets could be used to cover the width. How- 
ever, as shown and platted, the requirements are four 
and a half full sheets to the right of center, and six 
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and a ‘half to the left, for the main body of the ceiling. 
Eight sheets in length by ten in width gives a total 
of eighty, less two at the entrance and five at stairway, 
makes the number of full sheets required seventy-three, 
with additional pieces as follows: Fifteen one-half 
sheets, full length; two one-half sheets, two feet long; 
one one-half sheet, three feet long; three full width, 


three feet long. If the ceiling is laid with % inch cor- 
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rugated sheets, alternating with beaded sheets, which 
form a pleasing contrast, then the order for the sheets 
to cover same, as shown by the diagram Fig. 1, would 
read: Thirty-seven sheets, 2x8 feet, beaded; thirty- 
six sheets, 2x8 feet, corrugated, 54 inches; eight half 
sheets, full length, beaded; seven half sheets, full 
length, corrugated ; two half sheets, two feet long, cor- 
rugated; one half sheet, three feet long, corrugated ; 
two full width, three feet long, corrugated; one full 
width, three feet long, beaded. In estimating the cost of 
the material for this ceiling it must be remembered that 
corrugated sheets are sold at full width, 26 inches, and 
lay only two feet, hence the estimate will necessarily 
have to be based on that rule of measurement to get the 
cast, as the dealer gets pay for surface actually cov- 
ered only. The aggregate pieces of corrugated 
amounts to three sheets, a total of thirty-nine, counted 
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at 17 I-3 square feet to the sheet, equal 676 square feet, 
as bought; as measured on the ceiling (covering sur- 
face) 16 square feet to the sheet, gives a total of 624 
square feet, or a loss of 52 square feet in the measure- 
ment. 

LAYING THE CEILING. 

To lay the ceiling, it is first spaced and laid off in 
panels of wood strips, 1x2 inches, by commencing at 
the center strip “A,” Fig. 3, and spacing toward either 
side, nailing the strips two feet from center to center. 
The cross panel strips are started at the front, and 
spaced eight feet from centers, after the entrance, and 
front strips have been adjusted. The cove, Fig. 2, is 
nailed to the ceiling by a strip provided at the outer 
edge of the narrow panels, and are kept in shape by 


means of blocks sawed quarter round, to which they. 


are nailed, shown by Fig. 4. 
At the junction of the side and end cove, forming the 
corner shown by Fig 5, their ends are cut to form a 


mitre by using the pattern, Fig. 6, dotted lines being the 
outline ; a cover may be made to go over the mitred 
joints by rough hammered strips after the form of Fig. 
7. A good effect may be had at the chandelier or gas 
pipe by using diamond cut pieces, set at an angle to the 
panel, or cross corrugated diamond blocks may be had 
by ordering same from the factory with the sheets. This 
may be raised at center, around the pipe by a rosette, or 
by a square box, Fig. 8, made in the shop, set to line 
with it, and studded by nails and raised washers. 
OUTER STRIPS. 

The outer or strips to define the panels may be made 
of metal as shown by Fig. 9, or soft wood strips, so soft 
that it will allow of the metal or rather corrugations 
embedding into it ; cheap corner rosettes can be bought 
for a penny a piece. If metal is used for the panel 
strips it may be formed as shown at “A,” having an 
eighth inch edge formed through which to nail over 
the side laps, and which may be tamped back into the 
corrugations over the end seams as shown at “B.”” 
The strip should not be more than 1% inches wide and 


one inch deep.

A PROBLEI1 IN PATTERN CUTTING. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

The accompanying drawings show the projection or 
profile of a (to me) perplexing and difficult problem 
in pattern cutting. Although I have some experience 
in this branch, I must confess that this case “stumps” 
me. I would like some of the able contributors to the 
tinshop department to solve this or show me how to go 
about it to develop the patterns for such a job as shown 
by A, the front view, and B, the side of a circular mold- 
ing with a return at C. I have given the drawing to 
illustrate the position of the molding to the best of my 
ability. The miter joint at D I have not given as this is 
the very point at which I am “stuck,” and for that 
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reason I could not draw it out as it should be to appear 
correctly. What I want is this: How to draw and then 
cut out a miter joint for this molding shown by the 
protection from point 1 to 2 at the bottom or at D. 
How to determine the profile of the return if the same 
must be different, if not, how to go about it to cut a 
correct miter joint for the straight part and the circular 
molding. The work is to be done on an aquarium 


which we are now building in our shop and I hope to 
hear soon of some one who knows how this work is laid 


out. iy Se A

THE OLD STOVES. 


The oldest stove in the United States, says the New 
York Commercial, is now on exhibition in Minneapolis. 
[t stands on legs or end supports, similar to those of a 
sewing machine, only they are about half as high and of 
much heavier casting. The total weight of the stove 
is five hundred pounds. It is three feet long, thirty- 
two inches high and one foot wide, with a hearth ex- 
tending in front. There is no grate in the bottom, the 
fire being built directly on the bottom of the stove, the 
heat passing from below the oven, back of it and over 
the top of the pipe. The outside has scrolls and de- 
signs and crowns in relief, much after the fashion of 
stoves of to-day, and on both sides cast with the metal 
are the words “Hereford Furnace, Thomas Maybury, 
Mfr., 1767.” The stove is well preserved, in spite of its 
age. The surface has a finish that is technically known 
as “pebbled.”

In the state capitol at Richmond, Va., there is an old 
stove of much the same pattern, and one of the local 
newspapers there thinks that it may be even older than 
the Minneapolis curio. This Virginia heater also 
stands on legs, is about seven feet high and is hand- 
somely ornamented. It is ‘three stories” high and of 
pyramidical shape, and was made in 1770 for the 
House of Burgesses at Williamsburg, whence it was 
removed to Richmond when the seat of government 
was removed thither. The founder, one Buzaglo, 
whose place of business was in England, wrote of the 
“warming machine” that “the elegance of workmanship 
does honor to Great Britain. It exceeds in grandeur 
anything ever seen of the kind and is a masterpiece not 
to be equaled in all Europe. It has met with generous 
applause and could not be sufficiently admired.”

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Trade Report. 


CHICAGO IRON [IARKET. 


A number of purchases of pig iron are being made 
for delivery during the last half of the year—over 90 
per cent of these being for delivery during the last 
quarter. 

The pig iron market is decidedly strong. 

The demand for spot iron could not be better, as 
purchasers are taking iron as fast as it is available. 

Nominally there have been no changes made in iron 
prices the past week; however, some Southern pro- 
ducers have advanced prices 50c per ton above quoted 
price. 

There is a little doubt in the minds of well informed 
observers of the market that there will be an advance 
in prices in the ngar future. The continued strength 
of the demand points decisively in this direction. 

The inquiries for 1903 delivery are quite light. 

No sales worthy of especial mention have been made 
in the local market the past week. 

The general tone of the market is unusually excel- 
lent, and there is an unusually large volume of future 
business in sight. 





HARDWARE. 


It is generally conceded in the trade here that the 
consolidation of hardware jobbers has been practically 
abandoned. It was too large to be wieldy, and jobbers 
in Chicago have not favored it from the start. The 
Simmons company of St. Louis, which has the heav- 
iest trade in the Southwest, withdrew. There are nu- 
merous other reasons why the combination was aban- 
doned. Those presented by the Chicago jobbers are: 
The demand for cash in lieu of stock by some of the 
most prominent jobbers, which was not what the ure 
derwriters expected. Others were the discrepancy ex- 
isting between the earnings of the Eastern and West- 
ern houses and the refusal of manufacturers to give 
preference over ind¢gpendent houses to the combina- 
tion, and the general sentiment against combination in 
the part of retailers also was an important factor in 
the collapse. 

There is no let-up in the general activity in light 
hardware, seasonable goods being wanted beyond the 
ability of jobbers to supply. Wire cloth, screen doors, 
lawn mowers, ice-cream freezers, and refrigerators 
kept up to the recent heavy aggregate. There was 
also unprecedented activity in carpenters’ and me- 
chanics’ tools, but less urgency to the call for wire 
nails, although the trade was large. An advance of 
10 per cent is noted in currycombs. Cordage and 
binder twine is having a moderate sale, the demand 
from the West and Southwest having been previously 
supplied. 

There is a let-up in the buying of paints and colors, 
but the trade is still good. Prices on paints, as well 
as oils, show no change. 


STRUCTURAL MATERIAL. 


Specifications for bar iron and steel, structural ma- 
terial, and all kinds of finished material are furnished 
readily, and manufacturers and jobbers are rushed 
with orders. The buying of structural material is es- 
pecially active and a number of 1,000 to 2,000 ton or- 
ders were placed. A feature of this line during the 
week was the buying of several thousand tons of for- 
eign beams and channels to go to Kansas City, and 
of 1,000 tons to be delivered in Chicago. Openhearth 
spring steel advanced 20 to 25 cents, and the general 
market for steel bars keeps active, with the jobbers 
rushed with orders, but some intimate that the big 
buying is about over for the time being. Steel rails 
are active, with 30,000 tons of seventy-five pound rails, 
together with the angle bars, bought for delivery for 
the last quarter of the year. There were also sales of 
small lots of heavy sections at $28 at the mill. Old 
material was active and sales during the week were 
1,000 to 2,000 tons scrap and rails for prompt delivery.

Cham- 
pion, faucet, $5.65 per doz.; 5 gal. Sterling, swing, 
$8.25 per doz.; 5 gal. High “C” $0.25 per doz.; 5 gal. 
Eureka, $12.50 per doz.; Wood Jacket are quoted at 
a discount of 50, 10 and 5 per cent. 
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BARS. 

There is a constant demand for this material and 
orders are very satisfactory for both iron and steel 
bars. One manufacturer reports an order for 3,000 
tons of steel for deliveries extending through the year. 
Most of the consumers are specifying heavily on con- 
tracts. We quote: Chicago delivery: Soft Bessemer 
steel, 1.75c to 1.85c; angles, less than 3x3, 1.85c; iron, 
1.85c to 1.95c; hoops, 2.15c. Prices out of store, steel, 
2c to 2.10c; iron, 2.15¢ to 2.25c; hoops, 2.40c to 2.45c; 
angles, 2.50c to 2.60c. 





SHEETS. 


Both the mills and the jobbers report that the busi- 
ness is continued fair. We quote No. 27, black, mill 
shipments, Chicago delivery, 3.15c to 3.25c; galvan- 
ized, 4.40c to 4.50c ; out of store, No. 27 black, 3.45c to 
3.55c; galvanized, 4.70c to 4.80c. 





BILLETS. 


Foreign billets are being offered quite freely in this 
market, and three orders for open-hearth billets are 
expected to be placed abroad. One of these is for 8,- 
000 to 10,000 tons, another for 4,000 tons and another 
for 1,000 tons. We quote domestic Bessemer billets, 
$36 to $38; open-hearth, $38 to $40. 





RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 


The local interest reports having closed out its entire 
stock of seconds, amounting to abcut 10,000 tons, 
which were disposed of on the basis of $27 a ton. There 
is a continuous inquiry by railroads for the delivery of 
standard sections next year, but so: far no contracts 
have been closed. The demand for light rails and 
track supplies is active, but the supply is very scarce. 
We quote standard sections, $28 ; light rails, 45 pounds, 
$33; 12 pounds, $40, with regular differentials for in- 
termediate sizes ; out of store, $45 to $50; splice bars, 
2c ; spikes, carload lots, 2.35¢ to 2.50c; track bolts and 
hexagon nuts, 3.10c to 3.25c ; out of store, 3.50c ; square 
nuts, 2.95c base; out of store, 3.10c.
